Off the Isthmus of Platitude on the Apathetic ,Sea, a ship 
of state was slowly but surely: sinking into oblivion. 

On board, most of the passengers and crew were engaged 
in basking as usual. As to the inimediate likelihood of drown- 
ing there were various degrees of awareness. There were al- 
so two schools of thought on the subject, , One small group in- 
sisted not only that the ship was sinking, but that this was 
truly bad* Another s mall group insisted that it was perf ectly:^_: 
all right for the ship to sink; in fact that progressive and for- 
ward-looking passengers would help it to do so. The waves by 
which the ship was being submerged were simply the ,'*waves; of 
the future. " • ' :; 

Members of this latter group were quietly but systemati- 
cally boring holes in the bottom of the boat to speed up and en- 
sure the sinking. All around this conspiratorial group was a 
much larger and noisier band, defending the actions of these 
borers fromi within, by many falsehoods and sophistries. Their 
most persistent explanations were that: ; (1) The conspirators 
were not really damaging the ship but improving its chance be- 
cause the bored. holes were to allow the water already in the 
ship to flow out; and (2), "what difference, did it make?", be-^ 
cause a little drowning never hurt anybody anyway. 

Near the bow of the ship another small band was praying, 
asking for Divine intervention --a very worthwhile effort. 
But right within their midst one of the conspirators was drill- 
ing happily away, and the praying band did nothing to stop him. 

In a protected and comfortable area, there was another 
group, this one a conglomeration of theorists. They were en- 
gaged, off and on, in a heated debate as to the sociological 
feasibility and economic wisdom of boring holes in the bottom 
of a ship. Eventually each discussion ended in agreement that 
the procedure was unsound, and the group passed a resolution 
to that effect for the ship's paper. In between these discus- 
sions they took up other serious acadennic matters, such as 
the history of hole-boring in the navies of the past.

Here is the factual history of the persecution of Christian Crusade and me personally by 
the INTERNAL REVENUE SERVICE over a period of seven years. (Remember, this is only one 
of two battlefields in which we have been challenged to fight by the Kennedy -Johns on Ad- 
ministrations.

The agent returns to the offices of Christian Crusade to begin a new investigation, saying 
that .t he Washitigton officials were^jipt satis fie^j^ith his conclusion that he must ;i 
find grounds lor iegal. action against Chris^tian'^usade. " THE INVESTIGATION WAS SUDDENLY i 
CALLED OFF ON THE DAY OF KENNEDY'S ASSASSINATION - November 22, 1963 - and that agent never

Ten days after the defeat of Senator Goldwater in his bid for the Presidency, November 13, 
1964, we received a letter from the Internal Revenue Service notifying us of their intent': 
to revoke the tax-exempt status of Christian Crusade. This was the beginning of now nearly 
three years of persecution, harassment, and constant heartache. We were accused of "endors- 
ing political candidates", which, of course, we did not do. We were also accused of "in-l 
fluencing legislation". . .that is, specifically, encouraging Congressmen and Senators to T 
vote for the "Becker Amendment" to allow prayer and Bible reading in our public schools on 
a voluntary basis, which WE DID DO!

He said he had received a letter three 
months ago from a Gordon Drake of 
Tulsa, Okla., identified as an official of 
the Christian Crusade, which called 43 
of the 200 books "Conimunist-inspired." 

Drake, however, failed to specify which 
books he questioned, so Bale said he 
decided not to include any of the 200 on 
the recommended Kentucky Negro his- 
tory study unit. 

Meanwhile, an NEA spokesman de- 
fended the agency's list. Samuel E. 
Ethridge said in Washington, D.C., yes- 
terday that Drake's claim was not based, 
on the contents of any of the books,. but 
rather on the backgrounds of some of 
the authors.

it is bad enough that it took Bureau Direc- 
tor Don C. Bale two years to compile the list, 
after receiving an order to do so by the state 
Board of Education. It is even worse that Mr. 
Bale omitted from the list all texts recom- 
mended by the respected National Education 
Association. 

He did so not because the NEA recom- 
mendations were found unsuitable, but be- 
cause of a letter from Gordon Drake, an offi-

DETAILS: By communication dated July 29, 1969, Congressman Belcher with 
whom we have had very cordial relations, forwarded a copy of a letter from Julian E.

Bufiles reveal the Weekly Crusader is published by the Christian 
Crusade, Tulsa, Oklahoma. This is alle^dly an anticommunist organization 
whose founder - Wr^ttoTW Literature distributed by the 

Crusade indicates it is also'arffi^^UnTted^N^ has alleged wide spread 

communist infiltration of our churches. 

Hargis is a nondenominational minister who has been described 
as a hillbilly type evangelist. In 1957 and 1968 he was the subject of Registration 
Act investigations. He was interviewed in this connection by Special Agents on 
April 11, 1968, at which time he stated he has been harassed by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, the Internal Revenue Service and now the Justice 
Department. The Department subsequently determined his actions did not require 
him to register under the Act. 

Over the years we have had numerous inquiries concerning Hargis 
and the Christian Crusade. These inquiries have been answered that the Bureau 
neither makes evaluations nor draws conclusions as to the character or integrity ' 
of any organization, publication or individual.

Douglas voted to strike down all laws banning 
pornographic books and movies because he be- 
lieves there ai'e no limits to the rights oHree 
speech and press. He approves of such filthy 
movies as "I am Curious Yellow." Douglas writes 
articles for such disgusting magazines as "Eros" 
and "Fact," As a result, the nation has been 
flooded with salacious literature and obscene 
movies which are corrupting the youth of America.

Douglas is a close personal friend of Albert Parvin, 
an individual who had business tiels'witli Bobby 
Baker and who had gambhng interests wil other 
underworld figures in Las Vegas and the Domini- 
can Republic. In 1961 Douglas was elected presi- 
dent of the Parvin Foundation at a $12,000 per 
year salary plus expenses. Since part of the money 
in the Foundation came from gambling activities, 
Douglas's salary was partly paid from gambling 
income. For nearly 10 years he was a well-paid 
moonlighter for an organization whose founders 
had close ties to the international gambling 
fraternity,

During the 1964 Presidential campaign, another 
Ginzburg magazine, "FACT," published an issue 
entitled 'The Unconscious of a Conservative: A 
Special Issue on the Mind of Barry Goldwater." 

The thrust of the two main articles in Ginzburg's 
magazine was that Senator Goldwater, the Repub- 
lican nominee for President of the United States, 
had a severely paranoid personality and was 
psychologically unlit to be President. 

Naturally, Sen. Goldwater promptly sued Mr. 
Ginzburg and '"FACT" Magazine for libel, A" 
Federal court jury in New York granted the 
Senator $1 in compensatory damages and a total 
of $75,000 in punitive damages from Ginzburg and 
"FACT" Magazine: "FACT" shortly was to be 
incorporated into another Ginzburg publication, 
"AVANT (JARDE." The U.S. Court of Appeals 
sust^ineil the,4ibel award. It held that under the 
New jtork'' Jimes vs. Sullivan decision a public 
figure' mim libelled if the publication was made 
with. a'ctualmalice;> that is, if the publisher knew 
it was false or acted with reckless disregard of 
whether it was false or not. 

So' once again Ralph Ginzburg appealed to the 
Supreme Court which, in due course, upheld the 
lower courts' judgment in favor of Sen. Goldwater 
and declined to review the case. However, Mr. 
Justice Douglas again dissented on the, side of 
Mr. Ginzburg, along with Mr. Justice Black. 

This decision was handed down January 26, 
19?0. 

Yet while Ginzburg's appeal was pending before 
his court, the highest court in the land, Mr. Justice 
Douglas wrote an article for "AVANT GARDE," 
the successor to "FACT" in the Ginzburg stable 
of magazines, and accepted payment from Ginz- 
burg for it. 

The March 1969 issue of "AVANT GARDE," 
on its title page, shows Ralph Ginzburg as Editor 
stating under oath that it incorporates the former 
magazine "FACT." 

Let me ask each one of you: Is this what the 
Constitution means by "good behaviour"? Should 
such a person sit on our Supreme Court? 

Writing signed articles for notorious publications 
of a convicted pornographer is bad enough. Tak- 
ing money for them is worse. Declining to dis- 
qualify one's self in this case is inexcusable.

I and my family have alwayfT^ en "ac -E^e membe rs of a Christian 
Church (Disciples of Christ) ♦ Recently we became coneemed and 
later began to grow suspicious of the content and message of the 
simday school material used in our church Sunday, school and being 
taught to our children. This new material, put out by the Christian 
Board of Publication, is called Christian Life Curriculum (CLCj), 
and has take-home papers designed to go along with the inaterial. 

Our concern began when v/e realized the lack of biblical content 
in this material. Then in further investigation, it appeared to us 
that this .material, and especially the take-home papers contained 
damaging articles which seemed to constantly run down our govern- 
ment, foster disrespect for parents, disrespect for rules and 
authority, promote much discussion of sex (which I feel has become 
a worn-out and grossly over-exaggerated subject and even leads to 
sexual stimulation to these youth.) This seems hardly the type of 
teaching and instruction that a church Sunday school should be 
instilling into its youth. 

Unable to get satisfactory answers from oui? church leadership 
for our concerns, my husband and I began looking elsewhere for our 
nswers. - In the ensuing course of events, we became exposed to 
iterature published by the Christian Crusades of T^lsa, Oklahoma. 
is organization claims to be a *^for Christ - Ant i -Communist*^ 
'organization. They would appear to be conducting an all-out cam- 
paign against the spread of commimism in this country and at the 
same time foster a spiritual revival of the people. They constantly 
attack the liberal churches as well as their head organizrations, 
the National Council of Churches (NCC) and World Goionoll of Churches 
(WCC). If one can put any faith in what this crusade is saying, 
it would appear that there is a good bit of commij^ism working within 
our churches and throughout our country. &ould. this be the answer 
to our concerns about the Sunday school literature?

Origindly, the festival was 
scheduled to be held in Pittsburg 
itself, but Crawford County 
officials refused, so the 
promoters jumped the line into 
Cherokee County. The actual site 
was the Florn Meyer farm about 
six milessouth of Pittsburg in 
extreme southeast Kansas, 

Mr. Florn was urged by his 
neighbors to "bring in' the law 
and get those people out of 
there, but he refused. He was 
reportedly paid an undetermined 
sum by the festival promoters 
for the use of the land. 

People Are Outraged 

The people ; of Crawford 
County and public officials in 
the State of Kansas are outraged 
and have vowed another 
"festival" will never take place 
in the state again;, 

A leader among the outraged 
citizens of the area is Mr. Wayne 
Neal, a radio preacher and'home 
missionary who, for the past five 
years, has headed up a 
nondenominational organization 
caifed. "Mission Field, Rural

rural America antJjhave made big 
. business out of exj)loiting youth.

power as is found in the careers 
of Alexander, Caesar, Napoleon, 
Hitler and Stalin. Each loudly 
proclaimed liis devotion to the 
fatheriand and , sacrificed the 
lives of countless numbers of 
people to satisfy his personal 
thirst for power.'-' 

Those who urge a world-wide 
political organization to secure , 
peace as a way of ending man's* 
social, economic! and political* 
problems overlook the fact that 
man is not 'basically a logical 
creature who ac,ts on common 
sense but is primarily psycho- 
logical or emotional in, his re- 
sponses to^-external or wo ' " 
stimulations.,; Man usi 
responds to lifesituatioris on the 
basis. of personal material gain. 
This does not :Solve economic, 
social and political problems but 
makes them worse.

We still have one sensible ' 
answer b the problem: j'Jesus 
Christ is the Hope of the world."

"They rumbled and roared, they thundered and 
bellowed, they would have the infidel shot at sunrise or 
hung from the tallest telephone pole. They were the 
white supremacist majority of the House of 
Representatives of the State of Georgia whupping-up' a 
lynching-bee against seating the youngest 
representative-elect to that legislative body ... Julian 
Bond of Atlanta. The instant excuse offered for the 
latest cal from Atlanta for crucifying civil rights; 
crusaders and 'stopping communism' was the failure of 
Juban Bond to recant his principled opposition to the 
aggressor's role of the U.S. in Vietnam. 



Conference Educational Fund, this organization was a 
successor to the Southern Conference -for Human 
Welfare which had been formed in 1938. The Potriot 
startedin December, 1942, and its publication was taken 
over in the late 1940s by the SCEF which began as, the 
educational wing of the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare and continued as an independent organization 
when the parent group went out of existence. 

The nature of the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare and its successor, the- Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, was revealed in a citation published 
by the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee during 
1954; 

"Hearings were held in New Orleans, Louisiana, on 
March 18, 19, and 20, 1954, respecting subversive 
influence in the Southern Conference Educational Fund, 
InCi The principal points in the testimony are as follows: 

"The Southern Conference for Human Welfare was 
conceived, financed, and set up by the Communist Party 
in 1938 as a mass organization to promote communism 
throughout the southern states. Earl Browder, former 
general secretary of the Communist Party in the United 
States, in a public hearing, identified the Southern j 
Conference for Human Welfare as one of the Communist \ 
Party's 'transmission belts.' Under date of March 29, 
1944, the Southern Conference foi" Human Welfare was ' 
cited by the Special' Committee ^on Un-American 
Activities as a Communist/front and,on June 12, 1947, 
by the Congressional Committee; on Un-American; 
Activities as a Communist front qrganization' 'which 
seeks to attract southern Liberals on the basis of its 
seeming interest in the problems of the South,' although 
its 'professed interest in so^itHern welfare is simply an 
expedient fpr;larger aims serving the Soviet Union »and 
its subservient Communist Party in the United States;' : 

''The Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc., ' 
was initially an adjunct 'of the Southern Conference for : 
Human Welfare, After the exposure of the Southern ; 
Conference for Human Welfare as a Communist front, it ; 
begf to wither and was finally > dissolved,' but' the 
Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc., continued, 
The .official paper, The Southern Patriot^ which was 
published by the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare, was taken over by the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Inc., which professes the same 
osteriible purpose .. . 

"An objective study of the entire record compels the 
conclusion that th^ Southern Conference Educational 
Funa, Inc., is operating with substantially the same 
leadjship and purposes as its predecessor organization, 
the Southern Conference for Human Welfare , , ." 

Recording to the Communist flai/y World of 
De'cember 2, 1969, the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund board elected Julian Bond as a vice

The action of the Georgia legislature in denying a seat 
^Jto Julian Bond was branded by critics as a "racist act": 
'I This charge was rather ridiculous for several reasons. 
'First, the Georgia House seated seven Negroes and 
rbarred only Julian Bond. Secondly, in order for this 
I charge to be consistent, some Negro civil rights leaders, 
i including members and officials of the NAACP and tfte ; 
^ Southe>n Christian Leadership Conference, would have ' 
to be included in this "racist" charge because they 
repudiated Bond at that time. For example, Charles E. 
Price, president of the DeKalb County, Georgia^ branch 
of the NAACP,, declared: 

"We are urging that action be taken to censure, ^xpel 
or exclude Rep.-elect Julian Bond from his seatiri the 
[Georgia House of Representatives. . .". The position 
'taken [by Bond] is unquestionably un-American, and is 
unbecoming an elected official. ... Furthermore, the , 
statement is just another example of the lawlessness of 
the organization which he represents afid it lends 
support to the suspicion that Julian Bond js iminature, ; 
irresponsible and does not fully understand our system , 
of government or the role of* its elected officials." '

Dunnj;- November, 1970, a book by lormcr Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark entitled Crime in America was 
published. In this book Clark charged that FBI Director 
J.Edgar Hoovcr^s '\seif-ccntcred concern for his own 
reputation" led the FBI into glory -seeking rather than 
efiective crime control.

Democrat Frank L. Rizzo, former police commissioner, 
as mayor of 'Philadelphia has brought the law and order 
issue to the forefront. The election had been expected to 
be close.

Lbngstreth, had hoped for "crossover strength" from 
white and black Democrats repelled by Rizzo shard line 
on law and order.

extraordinary political strength among white voters, oi: 
Frank Rizzo, the long-time top cop in' the City of 
Brotherly Love, indicates that, even though ik . 
law-and-order issue has receded somewhat nationally, it 
is powerful enough to elect a mayor in the nation's 
fourth largest city. ... 

"Fully 83 per cent of the 60 registered Democratic 
voters we sampled in three wards in Philadelphia gave 
Rizzo a job performance of 'excellent' or 'good' during 
his tenure as police boss. As commissioner, Rizzo 
established a reputation as one of the toughest lawmen 
in the country (and picked up an award ^ from the 
right-wing Freedom Foundation iii Valley Forge, along , 
with actor John Wayne and former House Speaker John 
W.McCormack). 

"And yet, among blacks alone, who comprised 30 per 
cent of our 'survey, Rizzo gets a strong 60 per cent 
positive ('excellent' or 'good) job rating.

In the course of this 
intensifying Communist 
and far-leftist war against 
law and order, FBI " 
Director J. Edgar Hoover ■ 
has' stressed the importance of efficient law enforcement 
time and again. For example, in the April, 1969, FBI 
Law Enforcement hlktinAt molt: 

"We are living in a day when defiance of authority is 
becoming the norm. Violent crime and thuggery are 
taking their daily toll in injuries and loss of life. Fear and 
apprehension prevail in the streets of most major cities. 
Law enforcement is the citizen's only buffer between 
personal safety and the criminal jungle. . . . 

"The issues are clear. Almost daily, we witness the 
progressive revolutionary steps of anarchy - coercion, 
intimidation, violence, and unlawful take over. We must . 
establish a united resistance against the criminal forces 
' destroying the structure of our society, or we face, 
chaos." 

On March 5, 1970, Mr. Hoover told the House 
Subcommittee on Appropriations: "A free society is in 
trouble when blatant propaganda so overshadows truth 
that the rule of law is jeopardized, Currently, law 
enforcement agencies throughout the country are 
wrongly accused of harassment by many 
well-intentioned but uninformed voices echoing outright 
lies generated by the lawless BPP [Black Panther 
Party]." 

Mr. Hoover again gave some important advice on law 
and order in the July, 1971, FBI Law Enforcement 
Bulletin'. "Liberty, it has been said, is the right to dp 
what.the laws allow. Liberty is not, as some present-day 
protesters seem to think, the right to, overrun the rights 
of others, and the law does not allow it. 

"The sentiment app^rs to be growing among some 
people that a person fc a right |@ break the law if he is 
motivated by so-pe^ political or moral issues. ... As 
elementary as iftoy seem;:(^mmon sense and public 
morality are necessary parts of liberty under the law. 

"In the recent past, we have seen some ridiculous 
incidents in the name of rights, liberty and freedom 
which were completely devoid of common sense and 
morality. In fact, many such events were staged as if to 
perpetuate degradation and depravity rather than 
anything so uplifting'^nd noble as rights and freedoms."

"The committee believes that the America^ public 
owes a debt of gratitude to the police of 'New York, 
Chicago, and many other metropolitan centers for 
affording protection against the lawless and

The Worker of August 6, 1967, contained a feature 
article by Herbert Aptheker, long-time Communist 
leader in the U.S., which was beadlined, "Police 
Brutality in the United States." Aptheker told Red 
conspirators and their sympathizers that police |:ih the 
United States are "the fist of ruling-class power and 
symbolize ... the enslavement of the black population," 

This general theme has since been' a key linei in the 
> Communist war against law and order. In short, they try 
to sell American Negroes the big Red lie that law and 
order is nothing but a means of suppressing them' when, 
in reality,; it is. for the protection of every citizen. It is 
difficult to understand how anyone could mate law and 
order a racial issue, for nothing could be further from 
thetruth;"^ 

A front-page article in the Communist Daily World of 
August 24, 1968, charged that. the"Law- and Order'' 
advocates were "trying to use the new, wave of. 
anti-Soviet hysteria being whipped up in the Czech crisis 
to promote their get-tough policiesat home. '' , 

An editorial in the Gonimunist Daily Wd-p^ 
October 18, 1968, falsely claimed that thelaw and order 
issue "stinks of fascism.". • 

In the March 29, 1969, issue of the Communist Daily 
^Worlii an editorial complained: "A nationwide 
campaign has been mounted by federal, state and local 
legal and poHce agencies to jail leaders and members of 
organizations struggling to make the nation a decent 
place to live in. Among the most recent targets have 
been the Students for a Democratic Society and the 
Black Panthers."

While testifying before 
the House Subcommittee ^ 
on Appropriations on 
March 17 of tliis year, J. 
Edgar Hoover gave some 
. statistics regarding assaults on policemen: "The rate of 
assaults' on police in this nation increased 7 per cent 
during 1969. Nationally there were 16.9, assaults for 
^ every 100 officers which is up from 15.8 in 1968 and 
13i5 in 1967. Since 1962, the number of assaults on. 
police .officers has increased 144 per cent. 

"During 1969, 86 law enforcement officers were 
killed by felonious criminal action. This was 
substantially above the annual average of 53 police 
killings during the. 1960-68. period, and a 34 per cent 
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increase over the 64 law enforcement officers murdered 
in 1968. During the lO-year. period l%0-69, 561 police 
officers met death at the hands of felons. Of the 741 
known offenders involved in these murders, 75 per cent 
had prior criminal arrests and, in'fact, 54 per cent of 
these offenders had been previously chafed for a violent 
crime. One-fourth of the nwraerers w'erl on parole or 
probation when they killed the police- officer and 19, or 
3 per cent,' had been previojisfy convicted of a. 
murder. . . .One hundred police oificers were killed by 
criminal action during calendar year 1970, based, on 
reports from law enforcement agencies."

"The land of law and order - the land, which all of us 
have loved in prose and poetry and in our hearts - has 
become a land of unrest, lawlessness, violence and 
disorder - a land of turmoil, of riotings, lootings, 
shootings, confusion and Babel. And you who remember 
your Genesis remember^what happened to Babel. 

"Respect for law and order - indeed, respect for any 
pubhc or private authority - is rapidly vanishing. Why? 
There isn't just one reason. There are a multitude and a 
combination of ■ reasons. Many political leaders are 
stirring up unrest, discontent and greed by promising 
every Voting group heaven on earth, no matter what the 
cost. Many racial leaders demand - not next year, or in 
the foreseeable future, but right now- a blue moon for 
everyone with a gold ring around it. 

"Moreover, many racial leaders, many church leaders 
and many .college leaders advocate mass civil 
disobedience and intentional violation of any and every 
law which a person dislikes. ... 

"Let's stop kidding the American people. It is too 
often forgotten that crime is increasing, over six times 
more rapidly than our population. This deluge of 
. viojence, this flouting and defiance of the law and this 



crinte wave cannot be stopped ... by governmental 
promises of millions and billions of dollars. We have to 
stop! worshiping Mammon and return to worshiping God, 
and ■ we next have to change, if humanly possible, the 
coddling of criminals by our courts. 

"The recent decisions of a majority of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, which shackle the poHce and 
the courts and make it terrifically difficult - as you well 
bow - to protect society from crime and criminals, are,^ 
1 repeat, among the principal reasons for the turmoil and 
the jnear-revolutionary conditions which prevail in our 
country, and especially in Washington. 

"No matter how atrocious the crime or how clear the 
guilt, the Supreme Court never discuss in their opinions 
or even mention the fact that the murderer, robber or 
dangerous criminal or rapist, who has appealed to their 
coutjt for justifi is undoubtedly guilty, and they rarely 
everj discuss pe rights and the proteetion of the 
law-abiding people in our country. Instead, they upset 
and reyerse convictions of criminals who pleaded guilty 
or were found guilty recently or many years ago, on 
hewy created technical and unrealistic standards. made' 
: of straw." These remarks represent the type of thinking 
desperately needed, especially by judges, across our 
nation. 



i Confusion 
Among Influential 
Americans 



In general, the idea 
among an important 
segment of influential 
Americans seems to be 
that if ye adopt 
left-Liberal policies, including an expansion of the 
already crippling welfare state spending, surrender to 
communism, etc., all will be well'^and there will be little 
need[to enforce law and order.

Senator Strom Thurmond attempted to throw some

J*^ campaign of character assassination is being waged 
against the police,. in an effort to .undercut efforts to 
Jceepjthe peace. ,l!his campaign is particularly aimed at

withiout a^'healthy attitude toward the local 
representatives of the law, then the future stability of 
the nation will be in doubt. 

"Too often when a policeman attempts to do his 
duty,' he is met with the cry, of 'police brutality.' This 
phrase originated as a Communist and radical slogan 
intended to turn the tables on the policeman. Instead of 
focusing attention on the criminal, it focuses on the man 
who jstryingjo stop the criminal. ^ 

"We must '^remembec that, nvhenever the law is 
violated through physical activity, there must be force 



applied either by the criminal or by the policeman. The 
criminal who is intent upon a violent act must be met 
with an equal force. Even the lawbreaker who seeks to 
avoid" violent acts is nevertheless committing a violent 
action in spirit against our legal system. 

"A policeman must be allowed to use whatever force 
is necessary in a given situation to apprehend the 
criminal or to prevent his escape. It is hypocritical to 
accuse the police officer on the beat of using 'excessive 
force' when he is engaged in deadly action where 
split-second decisions are required."

Mr. Devine charged that 
Frank D o n rr e r ' s 
presentation was an 
example of the way in 
which the participants 
ingeniously tried to cloud the real issue and he then 
quoted Donner as follows: "Thoughtful Americans must 
begin to ask themselves whether national security . . . 
really requires that we corrupt and bribe bur youths, 
blacks, professors, students and others to betray friends 
and associates; whether there is no other way to defend 
ourselves ... than to institutionalize the surveillance of' 
nonviolent protest activity." Mr. Devine commented: 

**Such a statement requires us to, accept the 
(undocuriiented assertion that FBI, informers are bribed 
and corrupted individuals or that the betrayals to which 
he. refers are worse than the betrayals of our society in 
which the betrayed are themselves engaged, It further 
requires acceptance of an implied premise - that, 
nonviolent protest activity bears no relationship to 
violent protest and that , the two forms can be 
successfully and universally distinguished in advance. 
Such a premise is obviously false." 

Of course, at the roots of these presentations at the 
Princeton conference was the concept that our nation 
should have no right to protect itself against subversives. 
Frank G. Carrington, executive director of Americans, 
for Effective Law Enforcement and one of two observers 
jpresent who were FBI . defenders, branded the 
conference, as "an, at tack, on the country's right to have- 
intelligence on subversives,". and declared, "We felt that: 
a country has a right and a duty to protect its citizens 
fro m pi; o p I e w h o want to • te a r do w n t h e fa b ri c of 
society."

"At tiie conclusion of Professor Countryman's paper, 
Mr. Frank Carrington . . . pointed out to Mr. 
Countryuum that the recent bombing of school buses ; 
I had been solved by the FBI because they had infiltrated 
the Klan with an undercover agent. The following: 
conversation then took place: 

^t:OUNTRYMAN. Well, my judgment would be that 
if tlie only way to detect that bombing is to have the 
FBI infiltrating political organizations, 1 would rather 
the bombing go undetected. 

''CAlilUNGTON. No matter whether somebody wasi 
killed? . ■ 

"COUNLTIYMAN. Yes. Yes, there are worse things 
than having people killed. When you have got the entire 
poptilation intimidated, that may be worse. We put some 
limitti on law-enforcement in the interests of preserving a 
free and open society or at least we try to, and every 
time we do that - things like the privilege against 
self-incrimination, things like the Fourth Amendment - 
every time we do that, that involves a judgment that 
even though some, crimes and some crimes involving the 
loss of life will go undetected, it is better in the long run 
to have a society where there is some protection from 
police surveillance. 

"CARRINGTON. I'm not really sure that the family 
of Robert Fassnacht, who was blown up at Wisconsin, or 
the families of the kids that were killed in the. 
Birmingham church bombing would agree with that. 

"COUNTRYMAN. I'm sure that the families of the 
victims would not agree in any oif the instances that I've 
mentioned but I don't believe that most of us would say 
that for that reason we should repeal the Fourth and 
Fifth Amendments." 

Rep. Pettis then remarked: "I am amazed at the 
position taken by a professor at one of this nation's 
leading law schools that the value of human life is so 
insignificant that it must be subordinated to his notions 
of constitutional abstractions. That is a heartless 
position, yet no one at the Committee for Social Justice 
Confer(^iu:e except Mr. Carrington made a real <;hallengc 
of Professor Countryman on this point. 1 believe that 
^this absolutist view typifies a great deal of the anti-FBI 
ar\£L_Jg|ilaw-enforcement bias of the, con ferenpg^ It

During the 1930s, life was dull and their sympathies 
were really with the courageous gangsters who dared 
express their individuality. In the 1940s we were 
anxious, and willing to believe anything, so wc 
transferred our frustration to imaginary foes. *And then 
came the 1950s' writes Mr. Sherrill. 'Some of us let 
down our guard — we were willing t:o tolerate the 
dangerous radicals in our midst, excusing their perfidious 
ideologies in the name of Freedom of Speech. Not J. 
Edgar Hoover.' Not the American people, either, Mr, 
Sherrill, though you might like to think so. Most people 
know that, just because a country has . managed to 
survive 20 years of subversion does not mean it will 
survive another 20, or even another 10. ; 

*'Mr, Sherrill charges that it is only the personality of 
J. Edgar Hoover that keeps the television series 'The . 
FBI' on the air. I disagree. The American television 
audience are the ones who keep the shows on the air, A 
! show would riot make money without a base of popular' 
: support. And if the ,show becomes financially; 
, unsuccessful, it goes off the air. Maybe it is no 
'■■ masterpiece of art. But it is a good TV show. It is 
: exciting and it is interesting. And the good guys usually? 
win, and that is nice for a change especially when you 
watch it to relax and enjoy yourself.

The above letter appears over the holographic signa- 
ture of Billy James Hargis, v/ho is identified on the letterhead 
as Founder - Director of the Christian Crusade. 

Also enclosed with this mailing is a printed flyer 

Published by Christian Crusade recommending a book published 
y Christian Crusade captioned "Henry Kissinger - Mystery Man 
of Pox^er," by Julian Williams. The reverse side of this flyer 
consisted of a solicitation for donations to Christian Cmjsade 
with donors being offered the opportunity of requesting a 
mailing of the above book.

We conducted a Registration Act investigation on fd>^ Bji 
Hargis in 1957£^based on his contact with the then AmbassadoJ?^^ p| 
of the Dominican Republic ^j This case/ was closed when the "'^'^S^ 
[Department advised that Hargi_s had not acted as an agent of the g^ 
Dominican Republic. In March, 1968, at the request of the 
Department, we initiated another Registration Act investigation o 
Hargis who reportedly was distributing literature prepared by the 
Greek Government, which literature attacked Andreas Georgiou 
Papandreou as being a communist. Hargis was interviewed during 
that investigation and admitted to our Agents that he distributed 
such a pamphlet, but denied this was pursuant to an agreement wit 
or at the request of the Greek Government. He denied receiving 
any money from the Greek Government in connection with his effort 
in distributing this pamphlet. By communication dated 5/14/68, 
the Department adyised that the information dev^lsP§4^'fe^ ^^^
